TROOPS ARE WAITING 
IN CHINA FOR ORDERS 


To name 


London, October 20.-Gérmany and Eng- 
land have formed an alliance to maintain 
territorial integrity of China and to keep 
ports open. The.terms of this agree- 
ment, which was artived at October 16th 
between Lord § _mury and Count von 
Hatzfeldt, German ambassador to Eng- 
land, are officially given out as follows: 


“The German government and her Brit- 
ish majesty’s government ibeing desirous 
tQ9 Maintain their interests in China and 
tneir rignts under existing treaties, have 
agreed to observe the foliowing principles 
regarding a mutual policy in China: 

“1. it is a matter of joint permanent 
international interest that the ports on 
the rivers and littoral of China should 
remain tree and open to trade and to 
every Other legitimate form of economic 
activity tor the people of all 


ments agree on their part to uphold the 
same tor ali Chinese territory as far as 
they can exercise influence. 


2 Both governments agree that they

wili not on their part make use of the 
present complication to obtain for them- 
selves any territorial advantage in Chi- 
nese dominion and will direct tneir policy 
toward maintaining undiminished the ter- 
ritorial condition of the Chinese empire. 

3. In case of another power making 
use of the complications in China in: or- 
der to obtain, under any form whatever, 
such territorial advantages, the two con- 
tracting parties reserve to themselves the 
right to come to a preliminary under- 
Standing regarding the eventual) step to 
be taken for the protection df their own 


interests in China. 

“4. The two governments will communi- 
cate this agreement to the other powers 
interested, especially Austria-Hungary, 
hae Pewee on yg om Russia and the 
the principles ane a ee wi ate st 

The agreement between Great Britain 
and Germany to maintain the territorial 
integrity of China, while it savors of in 
dependent action and would doubtless be 
adhered to, despite the protest of any 
other power, is not looked upon here as 
forming an obstacle to the progress of 
hegoliations upon the basis laid down in 
the French note, or, indeed, upon any 
preparations which wil! not infringe upon 
the essential principles of the Ang!o-Ger- 
man compact. : 

The Associated Press is informed that 
Lord Salisbury’s reservation or recom- 
mendations, as he perf@rs to have them 
called, when answering the recent notes, 
especially that ef: France, all bid fair 
either to be accepted in toto or to result 
in such modifications that Great Britain 
will be assured that territorial integrity 
will be conserved and will be able to join 
whole-heartedly in the negotiations which 
may already be said to be started in 
Pekin. In short, apart from the gratifi- 
cation over the agreement with Germany, 
a much more hopeful spirit is evinced at 
the foreign office a@ the end of this week 
than was shown last week, over the pros- 
pect of a successful termination of the 
negotiations and the belief that they wil! 
not be dragged out over such an intermin- 
able period as to render ineffective the 
eventual decision.

Washington, October 20.—The census bu- 
reau has made public the returns of pop- 
ulaticn in Alabama. ‘The population. of 
the state in 1990 is 1,823,267, as against 
15]°.017 in 1890, representing an incrcoase 
since 1890 of 315,°8C, or 20.8 per cent. This 
rate cf jncr2as2 is slightly greater than 
that for the decade from 1880 to 1290, when 
it was 198 per cent, but somewhat less 
than that for tae decade from 1870 to 1880, 
when it was 26.6 per cent. From 132 to 
1830, the first decennial period in the his- 
tory of the state, its population increased 
142 ,er cent, and in the following decade 
90.8 per cent, but subsequently the rate of 
increase declined until the decade from 
1860 to 1870, when it was only 3.4 per 
cent. 

The population of Alabama in 1900 is 
more than fourteen times as large as the 
population given for 1s26, the first census 
taken after its organization as a state in 
1819. 

The total land surface of Alabama is, 
approximately, 651,544 square miles, the 
average number of persons to the square 
mile at the censuses of 190 and 1900 being 
as follows: 180, 29.3; 1900, 36.4.

South Carlna Presbytery De- 
clines to Grant Release, 


THE REPORT 1S. UNANIMOUS

Committee Gives Two Days to a Con- 
sideration of Accusations, and 
After a Lengthy and Ani- 
mated Debate, Submit 
Its Conclusions. 


Columbia, S. C., October %.—(Spetial.)— 
Rev. Dr. D, J: Brimm will bé retained as 
a minister and member of the presbytery, 
despite his request for release,. Dr. 
Brimm was until recently professor in 
the Theological seminary here and is re- 
garded as one of the ablest young men in 


the church, but he believes and has pub-~ 


licly defended Christian Science. After 
two days of discussion gnd fighting. the 
committee made a unaygimous report in 
which it said: 

“That the presbytery express its ap- 
preciation of the course pursued by Pro- 
fessor Brimm in this difficult and deli- 
cate matter, bringing it himself before 
the presbytery, with a candor none too 
common, and manifesting a disposition to 
spare the church all discord and danger, 
regardless of all consequences to himself. 
Such a corse and such a gpirit deserve 
the .highest consideration.”’ 

A careful examination of the statement 
leads your committee to the conclusion 
that the view is not believed, but on the 
contrary, is eondemned by the church, 
is made plain by the clause contained in 
the book of church order, page 32, which 
explicitly declares the conviction of the 
chureh that miraculous’ gifts have long 
since ceased. It igs consistent with chap- 
ter XIII of our directory of worship, the 
chapter entitled ‘Of the Visitation of the 
Sick.” this chapter dealing formally with 
the very matter contemplated in the 
‘qtatement’ not only makes no provision 
Abr the views therein contained, but on 
the contrary opens with a _ statement 
which expressly contradicts the chief 
contention of Professor Brimm’s paper. 
In view of thege facts, your committee is 
of the opingon that the statement of Dr. 
Brimm is at vartance with the standards 
of the Presbyterian church in the United 
States and that the view of divine heal- 
ing as set forth therein is unscriptural. 
We therefore recommend that Dr. Brimm 
be informed of this deliberate judgement 
of the presbytery that he be admonished 
against the same and that he ts hereby 
enjoined against teaching or promulgat- 
ing itin any way.” . 

Dr. Samuel M. Smith, of the First 
Presbyterian church of Columbia, Rev. 
Dr. Brimm’s strongest advocate, paid an 
eloquent tripute to Dr. Brimm, giving 
testimony of Dr. Brimm’s able, faithful 
and efficfent services. He said that his 
previous report was based on a mis- 
understanding. He had thought that ‘Dr, 
Brimm could get no professional’ engage- 
ment, but He has Since tlearred that the 
can be provided for and he did not now 
desire to divert him. Dr. Smith declared 
that this hearing was not a trial and he 
would oppose any motion to depose Dr. 
Brimm. That was not. the way that a 
deposition ‘trial should proceed and he 
stated that all thought of deposition be 
dismissed. He said that Dr. Brimm was 
an honest man and can be trusted. He 
will not teach or promulgate doctrines 
which he has been enjoined not to preach. 
Dr. Smith said that if Dr. Brimm had a 
charge he would be so busy that he could 
not spare the time for thought on the 
lines that he has been pursuing. The re- 
port was adopted with byt three Gane 
ing votes. Some of the delegates are of 
the opinion that the case is now settled, 
while others fear that Dr. Brimm will 
find time to develop his thoughts and will 
finally be foreed to press his request to 
be dismissed from the Presbyterian 
church.

Judge Stevens, 
who has the reputation of being one of 
the very best live stock experts in the 
United States, pronounced the Southern 
Interstate fair exhibit one of the 
he has ever seen in any of the great live 
stock shows which he has judged dur- 
ing the past twenty years. He said this 
year’s exhibit was 100 per cent better 
than that of last vear'’s fair. 

The showing made by Georgia breeders 
and dairymen was of a high order, It 
is only a question of a few vears till 
this state ranks with the great thorough 
bred states of union and consumes 
her own high grade product exclusively.

The University of Nashville, in defeating 

the Techs yesterday afternoon by the score 
of 23 to 0, at Piedmont park, added its 
fouth button to its string of victories for 
this season. Thus far not a point has been 
scored against them. They are a big, 
Strapping lot of fellows and outweighed 
the Techs fully twenty pounds to the 
man. | 

Under the coaching of Stehle an ex- 
Pennsylvania end, they have received 
thorough instruction in the guard’s back 
formation and by the use of this system 
they boxed the Tech tackles and ends 
for good gains almost every time they 
tried, and with apparent ease plowed 
through the Tech center. 

The Tech team was simply smothered 
by the heavy mass formations of the 
Tennessee team, The very fact that they 
held down the score as well as they did 
was very surprising. Had the two teams 
been equal weight, the Techs might have 
been able to have put up some gort of a 
defense, but under the existing circum- 
stances it was a physical impossibility 
for them to check the Nashville team 
without a gain. 

Reaves, Hankins, Majors and Sizemore 
did the best work for Nashville, while 
little Towers, Muse, Holman and Yow 
did the best work for the Tech.

cheated of another victim yes- 

terday morning shortly after 
11 o'clock. The crossing over the 
railroad tracks on Whitehall street 
has gained this soubriquet, which 
it will continue to claim until the 
Whitehall viaduct becomes a fact. 

At 11:20 o’clock yesterday, train 
No. 9, of the Southern, was backing 
across the street. Four ladies start- 
el across the tracks at about the 
same time. It became plain to ev- 
eryone who was near that the at- 
tempted crossing was dangerous. 

T. J. Pyron, the watchman on duty, 


‘at the crossing, aware of the dan- 
| ger of the four women, called to them 


to stop. His warning, however, 
came too late, for they hastened to 
clear the tracks before the train 
should be upon them. As they 
crossed, one of them stumbled and 
fell immediately on the tracks. 


But for the clear-headed heroism of 
Albert Dyar, a train hand, she would 


undoubtedly have been named among 


the victims of the Whitehall death 
trap. He was on the rear platform of 
the car, which was being pushed in, 
and controlled the air brakes. As soon 
as he saw the woman fall, he swung 
himself down almost under the wheels 
of the car, having previously put on 
the brakes, and lifted her clear of dan- 
ger with his feet. . 

The watchman ran to his assistance, 
and together they helped her away 
from tne track. A iarge crowd nad 
collected in an amazingly short time 
and during the confusion and excite- 
ment the ladies disappeared. No one 
seemed to know who they were, 

During the morning James Johnson, 
a negro, was suddenly paralyzed while 


' walking the tracks between Whitehall 
‘and Pryor streets. He was immediate- 
‘ly in the way of an approaching train, 
‘and several men, who were near, ran 


to his assistance and carried him out 


‘of harm's way. He was subsequently 


taken to the Grady hospital in the am- 


bulance. and it was stated there that 


his condition was serious.

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Facing the Truth at Last. 


The acknowledgment of The London 
‘Standard that the English milis must 
face the music and pay for the cot- 
ton needed comes none too soon for 
their own good. 

According to The Standard, about 50 | 
per cent of the spindles are idle in 
the hope of building up the stock of 
cotton against which they can manu- 
facture later on, hoping that the cotton 
still to come in will find a dull mar- | 
ket. The Standard very wisely says: 

It must not be assumed, hc wever, that | 
the end of the crisis is in sight. Unless | 
the predictions of the small vield of the | 
cotton crop are falsified the supply wi!!! | 
materially be short of the demand, which | 
will mean the continuance of relatively | 
high priccs and another curtailment ow! 
production Jater. 

As usual, attention fs being called ener- 
ecticaily to the fact that there is «an | 
abundance of land up and down the earth 
capable of growing cotton; but that will | 
not help us out of the difficuity. There 
is no getting beyond the solid fact that 
we must go to America or shut our mills. 

The condition is one which has been 
brought about by the false methods 
employed in the markets in the years 
gone by. ‘The spinners have relied 
wpon the speculators for their mate- 
rial, entirely ignoring the producer. 
The latter, having no relation whatev- 
er with the spinner, was but a toy in 
the hands of the speculator, who bear- 
ed the price of cotton in the field and | 
bulled it in the warehouse after he had | 
obtained it. Thus for years the pro- 


gitimate share of what the world was 
paying for its cotton. The work went 
too far, when the speculator collapsed, 
and the farmer rushed in and became 
a direct seller. At this point the spin- 
ner was blind to his own interests, 
and held off from the farmer. Instead 
of offering first prices at once and se- 
curing the stock, they closed down, or 
allowed their stock on hand to be 
so run down that they were in danger 
of going out of business. They could 
not jet go the hope that the speculator 
would yet help them out of their dif- 
ficulty. The plan now proposed of cur- 
tailing manufacture will have no 


result whatever. The farmer jis under | 


no more necessity of selling his cotton 
than is the spinner to manufacture it. 
The cotton wearer becomes the more 
persistent in his desire to purchase

Their theory in their Porto Rico legis- 
lation, after President McKinley haa 


acceded to the demands of the trusts 
and had abandoned his “plain duty,” 
was that the constitution—the supreme 
law of the land. the law under which 
congress and the government has its 
existence—does not proceed into newly 
acquired territory. but goes there, if 
it goes at all, only on the say-so of 
congress. 

That is the republican position as it 
was upheld with great vigor in the de- 
bates on the Porto Rico legislation and 
as it has been presented during this 
campaign. . 

Here, however, we find the president's 
official recognition that the constitu- 
tion had gone into the Sulu archipela- 
go with the American acquisition of 
those islands; for certainly neither 
President McKinley, Secretary Root, 
nor Mr. Meiklejohn will contend that 
this one amendment to the constitu- 
tion could have gone off there by itself, 

President McKinley’s acknowledg- 
ment of the presence of this amend- 
ment in the Sulu archipelago is advanc. 
ed by the president’s defenders as proot 


against Mr. Bryan’s charge that this 
administration is condoning slavery 
among the Sulus. But that ackuowl- 
edgment on the president’s part was 


made on the 27th of October of last 


year. Since then he and his party

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CHINESE ADHERENCE TO 
THEIR STRANGE BELIEF 


—

Former United States Comsul Genera! to Canton, China. 


Perhaps in nothing is the Chinaman 
quite so eccentric and enigmatical, . or 
quite so imperfectly understood, or 89 
generally misrepresented, as he is in his 
religious and superstitious character. 

Thus we ere told alternately that he is 
an atheist and a deist, a monotheist an‘ 
a polytheist, a materialist and a 
spiritualist, a rationalist and a mystic, 
an idolater and a transcendentalist, @ 
fet:chist and a pantheist, a believer in 
divine revelation and an agnostic—almost 
anything, in fact, 
Christian. 

Of course, he cannot be all these at one 
end the same time, since the terms in- 
volve irreconciliabie contradictions. 


and, moreover, we are told that he never 
changes his religious opinions. 

And yet, incongruous as it may seem, 
the s some foundation for this medley 
ef contradictions. Almest any one ol 
these antithetic assertions as to nis re- 
ligious character contains just “a soul 
ef truth.” The common error in regard 
to them is in mistaking the apparent 
from the real. The truth lies deep dow’ 
below the surface, and if we would reach 
it we must study the Chinese character 
as a whole; must know something of the 
basis of his civilization, and of the ortl- 
gin of his strange religious and superst!- 
tovs beliefs. 


Four forms of religion prevail in China 
—the Confucian, the Taoist. the Buddhist 
and the Mohammedan. ' fT he two 
last mamed are  MImportations; but 
they have become so _ thoroughly 
materialized, so modified by the two 
native religions, and = s0 homogen- 
lous with the ancient civilization of the 
cmpire, that there is no cause for ffic- 
tion. In a certain sense they have been 
assimilated by Confucianism, and are 
therefore something very differea: from 
what they are in India and Arabia, the 
countries of their origin. It is no un- 

tues Th nz, therefore, to see a China- 
man protegahid adhesion to all the four 
forms at the same time. 

In order, therefore, to obtain anythin; 
‘ke a clear conception of the present re- 
ligious sentiment of the people, we must 
know something of the two native forms 
of religion’ which constitute the basis of 
the ancient civilization of the empire. 


Confucianism and Taoism are compie- 
ments of each other. What the first lacks 
in the urgec mysticism is supplied by 
the second. What the second lacka in 
practical utility is supplemented by the 
first. Both are of very great antiquity. 
The founders of each were both 
men, and lived in the sixth century before 
theeChristian era. But irasmuch as Con- 
fucius was, as he himself asserts, merely 
a compiler of precious writings and im- 
memoria] traditions, his sy: 
claim +o the higher antiquity.

ble. With cone or two omissions, such 
as supreme ‘love to God and th? 
observance of the Sabbath, the deca- 
logue would be an orthodox Contucian 
document, Even the “golden rule’’ of the 
New Testament is found tn a negative 
form. “Do not 4o unto others what you 
would not have other do unto you, 15 
the very corner stone of the Confucian 
philosophy. 

These inoxims, however, proceed from 
a purely utilitarian standpoint and are 
predicated upon the doctrine of compen- 
sation. ‘“‘Expect from others what vou do 
unto others,’’ as Seneca puts it, had been 
a maxim in China thousands of years be- 
fore the time of Plato and Aristotle. 
‘Wrong doing is sure to recoil upon the 
wrong-doer,”’ says Confucius. Nor will 
retribution be adjourned to another ex- 
istence. It is sure to overtake you here. 
Therefore you can never really injure any 
one but yourself. Deceive and you will 
be deceived: cheat and you will be cheat- 
ed in return; slander and you wil] be 
slandered: steal and you yourself will 
be robbed; prove false to friends and 
friends will forsake vou: hate and you 
will be hated: love and you will be loved; 
no benevolent act is ever lost; virtue has 
its own reward, 

As we ponder over these maxims and 
grasp the full scope of their meaning. we 
can almest imagine that we are reading 
paraphrases of Emerson and John Stuart 
Mil!: and yet the great Chinese philoso- 
pher was contemporary with the Hebrew 
prophet Daniel and many of the proverbs 
of Solomon were first written in the 
ideographic idiom of “the heathen 
Chinee.’’ 


It has been gaid that the ‘ 
hesion to ancient customs” 
erence of dead ancestors,’’ enjoined by 
Confucius, is but a refined species of 
idolatry. Others, under @ mistaken no- 
tion of the ritual, have called it a species 
of fetichism. Others again, mistaking 
the character of the worship, have not 
hesitated to assert that {t invo'ves a 
species ef modern spiritism. 

Properly understood it is none 
and, startling as it May geem, we our- 
selves are, in some sense, amenable to 
the same charges, Whence came, for in- 
stance, the ojd English common law, 
the basis of our jurisprudence, if not 
from “strict observance of ancient cus- 
toms?” Many of the inflexible rules of 
procedure in our common law courts 
have no better authority than unbroken 
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precedent. The reason of the rule may 
have been forgot, but the rule itself is 
retained. And whence came the heredi- 
tary casts of society in western Europe 
if not through pride and reverence of an- 
cestors? Even in republican America we 
are hardly free from It. Whence came, 
for instance, one Daughters of American 
Revolution societies, and the still more 
exclusive, though not less patriotic Order 


of Cincinnatus, if not through pride of 


ancestry and devotion to country?

Chinese household, however humble, and

Any intelligent Chinaman will tell you 
th at it is regarded only as a temporary 
“resting place’ of the spirit of the dead 
ancestor. The moment the act of devo- 
tion is over the spirit “returns to its 
abode.’” The little wooden tablet is then 
laid aside and-is regarded as being no 
more “‘spirit-possessed” than any other 
piece of wood. An ido] or a fetich is a 
very different thing. It is something 
which itself Is regarded as supernatural, 
or as having inherent supernatural @t- 
tributes. 

It is equally erroneous to conclude that 
the devotee is a s/Writualist. True, he be- 
lieves in actual spirit presence during the 
act of prayer, and he believes that the 
spirit of the dead is potent for good or 

evil in the affairs of the living. But he 
never expects the answer to his prayer to 
come in the form of miracle; he looks for 
no physical manifestations or oracular 


utterances. He expects the answer to 
come in the form of some train of fa- 
vorable circumstances, or. aS he expresses 
it. some ‘“‘good luck” tn his undertakings. 

It has been sald that in the Chinese 
literature there is no character corre- 
sponding to our appellation for the Deity, 
and that therefore the Confucian ana- 
lects are essentially atheistic. This is an 
error. Confucius himself often employs 
a character which has been translated 
“heaven,’’ not in the literal, but 
idealistic sense—that {s to say, in the 
sens¢ implying the existence of some su- 
preme power in the universe. One of the 
most ancient svmbols in the Chinese 
written language has its nearest English 
equivalent in the term “God,”” and Tao- 
ism, the comphkment of Confucianism, 
distinctly recognizes a self existent su- 
preme being to Whom man stands morally 
accountable, 

Esoteric Taoism goes farther than this, 
It recognizes spiritual relationship and 
communion between God and man. and 
inculeates symbolic worship of God and 
innumerable inferior deities. In other 
words. it is a crude svstem of theurgy; 
. unlike the turbid stream of theurgy 
and magie of primitive western peoples. 
it has flowed into ‘the brgad river of 
human thought’’ through other channels 
than Neoplatonism ~and Hebrew Cab-

but like some other religions of 
antiquity, Taoism is in its decadence. 
has measurably lost its higher spiritu- 
ality, and is now little more than a ritual 
of external forms. Whatever of spiritual- 
ity remains, has degenerated ihto a spe- 
cies of magic and necromancy. Its priests 
no longer command the respect of the 
educated classes, but have degenerated 
into astrologers and magicians who prey 
upon the credulity of the ignqgant 
and superstitious. 

One of the strange Tac- 
ism is that it should ever been 
known ‘“‘the sect of r 
its votartes should have 
“rationalists.”” Perhaps the only foun- 
dation for the misnomer may be traced to 
a careless translation. One of the ancient 
sacred books of the sect. written by Loa 
Tze in the sixth century before the Chris- 
tian era, bears a title which some sina- 
logues have translated the ‘‘Book of Rea- 
son.’" It is something on the order of 
the book of Proverbs in ¢he Bible, and 
would be better rendered “Book of Wis- 
dom.” At any’ rate, the book itself as 
well the whole tenets of, the Taoist 
faith, is about as theurgic and mystical 
as anything in the writings of Dionysius 

* Eekhart. 

“It would be an endless task to enu- 
merate and classify the various forms of 
Chinese superstitions. But perhaps most 
of them may be said to cluster about or 
to be in some way related to that strange, 
indefinable belief known as fung shue. 

Just what fung shug is I have never 
been quite able to find out. The Chinese 
themselves seem to have some father 
hazy notions on the subject. If you in- 
quire of a native scholar what it is, you 
will never get any very satisfactory an- 
swer. Sinalogues tell us that the 
two symbols in the language pronounced 
fung shue, mean, when literally trans- 
lated, “wind—water.” But this conveys 
no abstract idea to the mind, or if it 
ever did, it seems to have lost its mean- 
ing. lt is probable that the compound 
term is employed to indicate a species 
of geomancy; and that, as understood 
by the Chinese, it corresponds to what 
we call terrestial magnetism. 

The basis of the so-called ‘“‘science”’ 
fung shue (for it is claimed to be a 
science) seems to be about this: As 
heaven and earth are conceived to be 
counterparts, heavenly aid and favor 
may depend upon some peculiar conforma 
tion of the earth’s surface in certain lo- 
calities. Thus a hill or a ridge are fan-

. The same reason lies at the bottom 
6f much of the opposition by the masses 
to railways and other modern innova- 
tions. They are supposed to interfere 
with the fung shue of some ancestor's 
grave—for in China there are no incor- 
perated cemeteries. The dead are buried 
at random all over the country. You 
can scarcely walk a mile in any direction 
without stumbling upon a Chinese grave, 
and no matter how old it may be it is 
always kept in order by the descendants 
of the deceased. So that when a foreign 
company ‘built the little sixteen-mile rail- 
road between Shanghai and Wu Sung 
there went up an ominous protest from 
the masses, and to prevent a riot and 
forestall all possible demands for indem- 
nity, the little road was bought at an 
extravagant price by native officials and 
then torn up and cast into the river.

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CUYLER SMITH TELLS WHAT 


TO WEAR TO HORSE SHOW 


of Atlanta’s horse show the ques- 

tion of the proper attire for both 
men and women who will visit the show 
naturally arises. Just at present the 
matter of the proper dress for the horse 
show is one of keen interest, and par- 
ticular importance and has been widely 
discussed among those who will attend 
the affair 

This is Atlanta’s first experience with 
a horse show, and while the majority of 
those who will patronize the exhibition 
have attended similar shows in New 
York and other cities and are familiar 
with the correct forms of dress IN vogue 
there, still there has arisen some doubt 
as to whether these would be followed 
closely in Athanta. 

In view of the absorbing interest in 
this matter in society circles The Consti- 
tution has made an effort to obtain from 
an authority in such matters a descrip- 
tion of the style of Gress that will be, 
and should be, in vogue at 
horse show. 

There is no one who gives more atten- 
tion to the fine points abdut dress that 
add so much to the appearance of a man 
than T. Cuyler Smith. He is considered 
an authority on such matters and is well 
qualified to say what style should pre-'

Mr. Smith reluctantly gave his views 
on the question, declaring that he would 
not be able to take part in the horse show 
and not being officially connected with 
it, felt that such information should come 
from some one else. 

“The horse show will not be a dress 
affair,"’ he declared in answer to a ques- 
tion. ‘“‘The dress suit will be tn the mi- 
nority because it will endanger one’s 
kealth to go out thers in & dress 
suit. The women will not wear evening 
dresses, but will appear in dinner gowns. 
Men going from dinner parties to the 
show will wear Tuxedo with Inverness 
coats. The ladies will, of course, appear 


in dinner gowns. 
‘‘There will be two classes of attendants 


at this horse show as at all others. There 


‘will be those who go to do the show 


and those who go to see it, and the form 
of dress is entirely different for each. 
“The frock suit is the proper thing for 
those who go to do the horse show. Either 
the ordinary frock or a sporty frock is 
admissiible.

A iree in a paved, populous cit: 
not have “helf a chance.’ Especially is 
this the case when it is at the curb, £ur- 
rounded, on all sides by sidewalk ard 
street Savi ing, its environments are 
inimical to its existence A tree's 
extend outwardiy as far as itg brarches, 
and as it derives its sustenance largely 
from the soil, we readily see how largely 
it is robbed of air, sunshine and nouris!i- 
ment. It is a wonder it grows at 
Man, however, 
soil nourishment by ruthlessly and c! 
ly lopping off the limbs, thus depriving 
the tree of part of its atmospheric food. 
It is sometimes necessary to trim trees. 
This, of course, should be done when the 
sap is down, after the leaves have fallen. 
Fut this lcpping off branches is most gen- 
erally done in such a way as to cripple tne 
tree and frequently kills it. Usually the 
limb is sawed off one or ynore feet trom 
the trunk. Now this remaining stump, 
of course, but it dies slowly, 
parent trunk puts forth: every 
keep it alive, end thus diminishes 
nutriment to the bearing branches, This 
enfeebles the entire tree and retards 
growth. Professor Charles S. Sargent, o! 
Harvard un:versity. is the pest authority 
on trees in this country; knows 
from seed to bearing: all their wants and 
enemies, and especially how to promote 
end protect them. The city of Augusta, 
Ga., is noted for her handsome shade 
trees. Professor Sargent predicts that 
inside of ten years not one of these trees 
wili be alive.

I believe there is @ 
city statute that prevents cutting down 
trees outside the street line and a forgot- 
ten ordinence about trimming cverhang- 
ing branches eight feet above the side- 
walk; but, practically, Atlanta as a city 
exereises no jurisdiction over th® trees 
that add so much tto her appearance. 
This tree question and tree protection is 
fully up to the citizen. He must take the 
metter in hand.

Electricity says that Evan Shelby, man- 
ager of the Lafayete, Ind., Telephone 
has invented a pocket tele- 
phone for the use of police patrolmen 
in cities. 

Mr. Shelby’s plan is to place a num- 


ber of small boxes on telephone poles in | 


various parts of the city, equip each box 
with a battery and connect them with 
the central office. The boxes will be 
about three feet high, a foot in width 
and eight or ten inches deep, to admit 
a complete battery. In the bottom of 
the box, which is to be placed at conve- 
nient height on the pole, there will be a 
jack, into which a plug is inserted to 
make_connection with the central office. 
Every policeman on. the force will be 
supplied with his own pocket ‘phone, 
which will enable shim to hold communi- 
cation with anybody in the city who has 
a telephone. The Shelby pocket _ tele- 


phone is small—not as large, and much 


| lightef than a revolver—and can be con- 


veniently carried in the officer’s pocket. 
It is about eight inches in length, and 
weighs less than seventeen ounces. On 
one end is a special transmitter, and on 
the other is a receiver. It is so made 
that when the receiver is properly placed 
to the ear the transmitter is directly in 
front of the mouth. The receiver and 
transmitter are so copstructed that they 
may be folded together when not in use, 
and can be adjusted to fit any head. An 
ordinary exchange plug is connected with 
the instrument and when inserted in the 
jack in the box, the connection with cen- 
tral is automatic, and the patrolman may 
call for any number he wants.

I couldn't 
afford to ruin my wheat by threshing wet 
and green for the first prize of $50 in 
gold, offered by The Macon Telegraph. 

The remainder ‘of my crop was not 
threshed until August. Wheat will be 
musty if not allowed to remain in the 
shock until thoroughly dry. 

Picture No. 2 represents the natural 
growth of crab-grass hay without any 
additional work from which I have har- 
vested three tons per acre. If we have 
& late frost I will get another ton per 
acre from the second cutting, gorghum 
cane, peas or any of the grasseS cut at 
maturity, that will make a second growth 
—the hay is worth mtteh more for feed 
than if left on the land for a fertilizer.

I[ never have an 
occasion to subsoil land. The. earth 
worms can plow deeper than I can: with 
mules, and with a great deal more ease 
and less cost to me. I have people to 
ask me frequently why I do not terrace 
my land. I will give the best answer I 
know. When Noah went into the ark 
he took two of all creeping things on the 
earth, and if L terraced I am afraid I 
will drown my worms. Some farmers 
have built up their land wonderfully, but 
as { have no formula for making soil out 
of sunshine and rain water I will still 
drain off the excessive amount of rain- 
fall; prepare, plant and cyltivate square 
up to my ditch banks, cross.over and 
plant in ditches if I like, and make one 
continuous row. twelve miles long around 
a hill on a level as near as practical, 
crossing every @litch on the hill. 

I expect to broadcast 400 loads of ma- 
nure next May on sixteen acres of land 
that will make double its yield in cotton 
under former circumstances, cutting off 
the expensive amount of labor, land and 
mules, and make as much cotton as 
though I had thirty-two acres in cuitiva- 
tion. I will then be ready to grow forty 
bushels of wheat per acre after the man- 
ner described on the same land. | can 
keep the soil in the same or better con- 
dition for all time to come with the use 
of meal and acids, provided I sow it down 
every third year.

It is with pleasure that I note that the 
report of the comptroller general shows 
the aggregate of all property owned by 
negroes in Georgia is $14,118,720, as against 
$13,560,176 last year. 

Of the $4,361,390 is city and town prap- 
ertv and $4,274.49 is represented by farm 
lands. ‘They own $72,975 worth of mer- 
chandise, have $93,480 in, cash solvent 
debts and $469,637 in plantation and me- 
chanical tools. : 

‘The total number of acres of land own- 
ed by negroes is 1,075,073, ad there are 
110,985 negro voters in the gtate, as shown 
by the digest. 

There are 14 negro lawyers, 4 doctors 
and 6 dentists. 

The repert shows & marked improye- 
ment in the condition of the negrtoes of 
Georgia. In fact, their property returns 
show a flattering increase for every year 
since 1879, when the returned for taxa- 
tion only $5,182,598 worth of property. In 
1889, ten. years later, they had doubled 
their possessions, returning for taxation 
at that time $10,415,330 worth of property. 

I think this a pretty good record for 
one generation. To this add the fact that 
we have reduced our illiteracy to less 
than 40 per cent. Yet Dr. Curry and 
others say we are doing nothing; that 
we are degenerating, etc. I do not know 
what they expect unless they expect the 
negro to own the United States and blot 
out all of hig ignorance in one genera- 
tion, 

All this wealth has been accumulated 
since the emancipation when’ we ‘were 
turned out with nothing. We were all 
turned loose ignorant; naw more than 
S per cent can read-and write. Yet they 
say we are doing nothing. Well, let us 
keep on doing nothing like this for an- 
other generation or two. Time will tell 
What is being done. 

If we are as sharp a8 some people in 
making our returns the above figures 
represent about. one-half of the actual 
wealth of the colored people of the state. 

As to the dentists and lawyers, I a 
not prepared to say, but as to the physi- 
cians I know the report is incorrect. As 
secretary of the Georgia Association of 
Colored Physiclang and Surgeons I know 
of what I speak. We have more than 
sixty-five regular qraduntes in medicine 
and surgery in this state and one’ ho- 
meopath. The work of these men has 
greatly reduced the death rate of their 
people. H UTLER.

If I wert 
not so bitterly opposed to reformers I 
would suggest that there be a reform in 
the exgense of funerals in the towns— 
this wi: suld be genuine charity to a class 
who ape and follow the fashions, even in 
death. 

The services at the church were sweet 
in their simplicity and pathetic in the 
sorrow of those who had known the old 
lady all the'r lives. While the congrega- 
tion sang ‘‘Gatherine in the Sheaves” 
one by one they went up to the altar and 
took a last look at the departed friend.

One thing this superb French colonial

Take for examole the many 
pavilions devoted to the different coun- 
tries and departments making up what 
is known as French Indo-China Laos, 
Tonkin, Annam, Cambodge.

By a lofty flight 
of stone stairs whose curving balustrade 
is decorated in every inch with fantastic 
scrollwerk and minute'y carved represen- 
tations of beasis, birds, flowers, human 
beings, gods and goddesses, one reaches 


piazZa guarded all round by innumerable 
grotesqve figures of stranze mythological 
creatures.

It was difficult, on ac- 
count of the bars, to have a satisfactory 
view of him, but with the exception of his 
extraordinarily piercing brown eyes he 
gave the impression, both in conversation 
and manner of being an ordinary pris- 
oner. A well-built body and general mus- 
cular appearance suggested good health, 
and his complexion was not much worse 
than that of his less closely confined fel- 
low convicts, At the time of his impris- 
onment in the underground cell he was 
about thirty-five years old.

Harvey Jeliffe had not upon his first 
entrance into prison been the demon of 
the place; he had beeh a most exém- 
piary penitent. Later he had committea 
a murder in the prison itself, and had 
€scaped the death penalty only by a sur- 
mise, to which he himself refused in the 
least to assent, of insanity. It had been 
plain both to judge and jury that a man 
with but a short term stil] to serve, who 
committed a murder that must be brought 
home to him, could not be wholly of 
sound mind.

One of the 
prisoners is the well-known professional 
Harvey  Jeliffe, popularly called the 
Prison Demon, and the other ts a mtr- | 
derer who, if not so inherently irreclaim- 
able as Jelffe, has be confined in a 
Separate cell euarded by extra prison of- 
‘icers. The plan is to put these two men 
into the cage, and if poasible to mike 
them work. Whether they work or not, 
however, it is believed that imprisonment 
in the cage is the most fitting punishment 
to be meted out to such flends. It was 
Suggested to the warden that the two 
men might turn upon each other and do 
grave harm, but this possibility does not 
Seem to give the warden great concern. 
He said in tegard to it*that if the men 
actually killed each other he was not sure 
that that would not be the best solution 
of the problem. To. the layman this form 
of execution can but seem irregular, to 
say the least, but it is a question deservw 
ing of very serious consideration by both 
specialists and laymen whether it would 
not be wise to put such wretches out of 
the world by process of Iaw.”’ 

Since the publication of this paragraph 
there have been a number of public state- 
ments by professional criminoligists, who 
have examined Jeliffe in regard to his de- 
gree of degeneracy, and the concensus of 
opinion among them is that physically as 
well as mentally he is a pronounced type 
of criminal abnormality. They consider 
him the kind of criminal that Professor 
Lombard suggests might titly be put out 
of the world. They see no hope whatever 
of reforming him, and do not hesitate to 
offer his case as proof of the need of leg- 
islation which will permanently rid a 
community of men of this stamp. The 
prisoners in the penitentiary where Har- 
vey Jeliffe is confined also have com- 
ments to make on his case, but there is a 
very decided difference between their re- 
marks and those of the criminologists. 
They do not accept the notion that Jel- 
iffe is a degenerate; the majority of them 
believe from the time he was first sent 
to the underground cel] until the present 
moment he has acted exactly as they 
should have acted under similar tatedne. 
tion. That the world calls him a “de- 
mon” is evidence of ignorance on the 
part of the world which they can only 
laugh at. But what can be expected of 
men publicly convicted of crime? This 
question is rhetorical, which is to say it 
is not to be taken seriously. :

Tor a century, more oF the 
Englishman has been regarded as ihe 
world’s foremcst bather, but the German 
will soon challenge him in this regard, 
es he has in the building of ships and in 
a hunared and one other industrial pur- 
cuits.

Of course, the government is at the pot- 
tom of the movement, 4 it is at the bot- 
tom of almost everything else in the 
fatherland. It probably began ten or per- 
hars twenty years ago, coming to the 
notice of some under secretary of a sub- 
director of a board of health. This under 
secretary, being a man of observation, 
thought that jhe Germans would be a 
better people if they bathed more, so he 
proposed a free bath scheme to his chiet. 
The idea wormed its way upward, accu 
spulating red seals and Socumentary em- 
phasis until it reached some man in au- 
thority who had never heard of tne under 
secretary of the sub-director, but who De- 
lieved in water. The next day the goV- 
ernment declared: ‘““Let there be baths in 
Germany,’ and there were baths. 

At Chemnitz I visited one of these new 
free baths. Chemnitz is a large manufac- 
turing city, making immense quantities 
of hosiery and knit goods, as well as iron 
and st2el machinery. It has a large WOrK- 
ing population, of that class which Knows 
no enjoyment but Deer end shooting fests, 
and which works long hours for sraall 
pay, lives in crowded homes, eats rye 
bread and believes in socialism. It is @ 
splendid place for a free bath, and the 
bath in question is excellently adapted to 
its purpose. It is built by the municipai- 
ity, the work being thoroughly done, and 
the management, like everything German, 
being methodical, orderly and cleanly tu 
a dvgree. The pathhous?2 is a square one- 
story brick building, rather neat archi- 
tecturaily, situated in a city square with- 
in easy reach of all the factories. I vis- 
ited it on a chilly Saturday afternoon in 
spring, and [ found the waiting lobbies 
literally packed with workmen. Most of 
them had come directly from the shops, 
black with grime and grease. Nearly all 
had brought a newspaper roll containins 
clean shirts or other “Sunday” wear, al- 
though many were without any change of 
clothing. A few girls and women were 
waiting their turn in a separate room. 

In Germany nothing is ever given away, 
and ] was quite prepared to hear that it 
cost 10 pfennigs (about 2% cents) to use 
the “free” bath. This fee, however, Was 
intended, not so much as a charge as @ 
sort of governor for the machinery. I 
presented my 10 pfennig piece and receiv- 
ed a large, clean towel and a bit of fra- 
grant vellow s°94p, together with a slip 
of paper bearing a number. Then I en- 
tered the waiting corridor and took my 
place on a long hench with the workmel 
The walls were of marble, the doors of 
the baths were yellow varnished wood 
end @verything about the place was as 
neat and clean as a New England kitchen, 

There were fourteen separate bath- 
rooms, as I remember, on the men’s side 
and two on the women's side. A boy 
with a slate kept an account of each 
bathroom. Every man was allowed twen- 
tv minutes inside. Just before his time 
was up the boy rapped sharply on the 
door, and when came out the towels 
were removed and the boy called 
number of the next man. There was 
crowding. I was compelled to wait a 
long time before reaching my turn, and I 
had an opportunity to observe my ne igh- 
bors. They were all heavy working men 
of the stolid German type not unfamiliar 
in this country.

A WAR NOT A REBELLION.

One 
of the objects of her rage, for instance, 
was Kin Yuan Shan, the head of the tel- 
egraphs here at Shanghai. When the 
news came of the imprisonment of the 
emperor, Kin sent a petition signed by 
himself and a thousand other Chinese, to 
the dowager, asking tnat the emperor be 
allowed to resume the reins of govern- 
ment, and stating that this only would 
satisfy the people.

HOW WE LOST A RIFLE ORDER. 

The Chinese think well of our guns, and 
the viceroy of Canton not long ago ask- 
ed Consul General Goodnow for the name 
of the best American gun and of the 
most responsible of the American firms. 
It happened that one of our gun factory 
agents was in Shagha{ at the time, and 
at the suggestion of the consul general 
he went to see the viceroy and offered to 
fill his order at 15 taels per gun, or 
1.000 taels for all. The viceroy replied 
that he would give him the order, but 
that he must have the stuff at once. The 
agent then cabled to the United States 
and in reply was tole that the guns could 
not be furnished within less than a year.

GUN MAKING AT HANKOW.

THE EMPRESS AND THE BOXERS. 
From what I can learn of this alleged 
conspiracy it was not the intention of the 
empress dowager that the action against 


the powers should begin before the year | 


1908. She had no idea that the boxer 
movement would develop as it did, and 
when she first began to encourage the 
boxers it was with the idea that trey 
would stir up the anti-foreign sentiment 
among the masses and help along the 
conspiracy. In the meantime the bru- 
tality of the Germans toward theChinese 
at Kiaochau and the starvation there, 
which was attributed by the people to the 
wrath of heaven against the Chinese al- 
lowing the foreign devils in their country, 
so accelerated the growth of the boxers 
that they got beyond her and the rebel- 
lion broke out. At first she had hoped 
that she might bring them into the army, 
and at last she did so, uniting with Prince 
Tuan in directing their movements. Like 
all Chinese she is superstitious to an ex- 
treme, and it may be that she actually 
beileves in the edicts which the boxers 
put forth stating that 8,000,000 spirit sol- 
diergs will come down from heaven and 
aid the Chinese in sweeping the empire 
free of al] foreigners. 

I have this edict before me. Two hun- 
dred thousand copies of it were distribut- 
ed in Tien Tsin just before the troops 
came there. It states that the Catholic 
and Protestant religions are insults to the 
gods and enraging both heaven and earth. 
It promises the support of the 8.000.000 
spirits and bids all to spread the doctrine 
of foreign expulsion far and wide, stating 
that the man who converts one will be ab- 
solved from all future misfortune: that 
he who converis five will save his whole 
family, and if ten his village. It states 
that those who make no converts shall 
be decapitated and predicts that there will 
be no rain in China until all the for- 
eigners have been exterminated. 

CHANG CHI TUNG AND HIS MONKEY 

It seems impossible that the sharp old 
empress dowager could hold such super- 
stitions. She a Chinese woman, how-

“ever, and the Chinese are saturated with 


all kinds of crazy ideas as to spirits and 
the spirit world. One of the chief causes 
of the trouble is, I am told, the jnatred 
which the people have for foreigners be- 
Cause they propose to put railroads 
through the ancestral] grave yards, and 
thereby spoil the luck of the Chinese and 
anger the splrits of their ancestors. 

The Chinese believe every one has a 
spirit which controls him. Take for in- 
stance Chang Chi Tung. He is one of 
the greatest scholars of China, a man 
who rules, I venture, half as many people 
as President McKinley, and who spends 
millions a year. He is a scholar and an 
author, having written a book on the 
modern movement for China.

In Chihli province even the pos- 
session of a watch, a foreign lamp or a 
cigarette has cost many their lives. The 
settlement of the trouble should be on 
broad lines. The empress dowager has 
undoubtedly encouraged the movement, 
although latterly her rival, Prince Tuan, 
has stolen her thunder.’”’

Endless Pleasure to Ailing Children. 
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Healthy ‘and delicate children enjoy 
much the same things; the difference is in 
degree and circumstances that limit the 
invalid to a bed and four walls. Pets, the 
delight of every normal child, are inval- 
uable in the sick room, but as dogs, cats, 
chickens, ete., all offer certain objec- 
tions, a new resource for the childish in- 
terest is suggested. 

There is a field of pleasure, absolutely 
unexplored, except in some instances, and 
one need not necessarily go afield to ex- 
ploit many of its delights. I speak of in- 
sects.

PeEEEE ete eee eeged 
They Have as Many Uses as Potatoes ang 
Here are Some Recipes For Them a 
Sauces, Sandwiches, and Deserts, 


Apples have nearly as many USes as 
potatoes—notwithstanding, beware the 
street “cooking apple.” Nature never 
made an apple too good to be cooked, nop 
one—sweetings excepted—that wag 
when cooked, good in strict Proportion 
its goodness raw. Very juicy s 
ripe, but not yet meHow, are fine for bak. 
ing, but in the state in which such ap 
ples commonly reach the market, 
them is a clear waste—they are tettious 
and tasteless beyond measure. 

COMPOTDE OF APPLES, 

Take bright red apples, and pale 
equal in size‘ and number, wash thes 
well, quarter and core, but do not peel. 
Put them into an earthen vessel] with half 
their own weight of sugar, and pour gpg 
them a small cupful of very strong gin 
ger tea. Stew until tender, and 80 slowly 
they will not need stirring. When they 
are nearly done add the strained jules 
a lemon, and the grated yellow peel, Tabs 
up carefully so as not to break the quan 
ters, arrange them alternately in a gings 
dish, pour the sirup over them, and o# 
to cool. Serve with sponge cake a 
whipped cream.

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“Formulas Showing the Correct Com- 
bination of the Second and Third 
Persons. 


One of the most difficult things tn note 
writing is the combination of second and 
| third persons, or of first and third. The 
| start may be bravely and correctly made 
| in the third person, but the first person 
will come in. unless the writer is trained 
to keep it out. 

A note to a servant or to a business firm 
may be written entirely in the third pers 
son, in the second and third, or in thes 
first and second. A woman might write 
thus to her housemaid: 

“Mrs. Brown wishes Maggie Oliver ta 
go to her house Thursday and put ft iz 
order to receive the family on Friday. 

“New York, September 2th.” 

Or combining the second and third perm 
sons: 

“Mrs. Brown wishes you to go,” etc., 
| combine second and third. Still another 
way is the f@)]l wing, in the second and 
| third persons: 

‘‘Maegie, Mrs. Brown wishes you to go,"* 
etc, 

And a fourth In first and second per- 
sons’ 

“Maggie, I wish you to go to my house 
tomorrow morning and put it in order to 
receive the family the next day. 

“MRS. ANDREW BROWN.” 

The only case in which the signing of 
the husband's name is proper is a case 
like this, when the person addressed 
would not know what to make of the 
signature: “Alice Barnum Brown” or 
“Alice Brown.” She might think the let- 
ter to be from the daughter, Alice Brown, 
and without the proper authority. 
There is no occasion to, tax her mental 
ability, for “Mrs. Andrew Brown” is not 
only correct, but the best form under the 
circumstances. 

The note in the third person saves much 
unnecessary writing, which makes the 
sending of letter such a bugbear to 
most people. A note to a librarian might 
be begun: 

“To the Librarian of the Lenox Library: 

“Dear Sir—” 

But a simpler way is this. 

“Will the librarian of the Lenox lbras 
ry please send to Mrs. Andrew Brown 
by the bearer, Edmund Gosse’s “History 
of Eighteenth Century Literature?’ 

‘40 Fifth avenue. 3 October.” 

The superscription of such a note 
would be: 

‘To the Librarian of the Lenox Library, 

895 Fifth Avenue:” ' 

The adverse should be written out for 
the benefit of the bearer, and the enve- 
lope should be sealed if the bearer is a 
messenger or a servant. Otherwise it 
should be left unsealed. 

Letters of introduction are sometimes — 
difficult to write, owing to the fact that 
they must be short, and to a certain de- 
gree complimentary. They are left un- 
sealed out of courtesy, and for this rea- 
son they should be made readable to the 
bearer, although not consciously so, as 
would be indicated by too fulsome praise. 
Ore woman introduces another to a 
third in some such manner as this: 

“My Dear Bila—Miss Helen Pearson is 
to spend the winter in New York study- 
ing music, and I wonder if you will go to 
see her and make her feel less like a 
Strange; than she would feel for some 
time if she had not interesting people like 
yourself to talk to once’'in a while. She 
is to live at 8&2 Madison awenue. 

“T am sure that you will enjoy her. Al- 
ways sincerely. 

“FRANCES PUTNAM.” 

Such a note is temperate in tone, so 
that the bearer need not feel under the 
disadvantage of being placed in too fa- 
vorable light before one whose expecta- 
tions she might not be able to fulfill 
were the letter a eulogy. It is a mistake 
other wontal whe hes onae yet ee te 

as never yet seen her. 
Better far to say too little than too much. 

The above letter should be inclosed in 
an envelope and mailed with Miss Pear- 
sons card and address, whereupon the 
recipient should call as soon as possible. 
If she is delayed for any reason she 
should be sure to write an explanation of 
her tardiness in calling. An elderly wo- 
man may invite a young woman to call 
| upon her, and in the case of an old lady, 
Miss Pearson should leave the letter and 
wait for a reply, which might with propri- 
ety be an invitation to call at that very 
time. 

Ordinarily Miss Putnam writes to her 
friend of Miss Pearson, who is to spend 
the winter in New York, and in addition 
gives Miss Pearson her visiting card, with 
the words on it: “Introducing Miss Pear- 
son,” and on the back, “Miss Efla 
Wright.”’ This card Miss Pearson sends 
to Miss Wright, inclosing her address for 
fear Miss Putnam may have forgotten to 
write it. 

A man should invariably ask a woman’s 
permission to introduce another man to 
} her. He should write in this tone: 

“My Dear Miss Pearson—I have a col- 
lege friend in New York whom I should 
like to have you meet this winter.

He is a 
lawyer,, and one of the best fellows TI 
know. [I shall be very glad if you will 
let me introduce him to you. Yours cor- 
dailly, RALPH HUDSON.”

companhies had reference to the purchase 
from Georgia of a large tract of land in 
what was then the western part of that 
commonwealth, bordering on the Missis- 
sippi river. The land in this section of 
the state was at the time comparatively 
unknown and remote from the center of 
population. Such being the case, it oc- 
curred to the projectors of that gigantic 
land enterprise that if the desired pur- 


chase could be effected at a nominal fig- | 


ure, they would thus be enabied to real- 
ize handsomely on their investment, and, 
revelling in their broad acres, to live with 
all the “pomp and circumstance” of an- 
elent lords. The moving spirit in the 
South Carolina company was a man by 
the name of: Thomas Walsh, with whom 


the idea of acquiring the extensive do- 
main—called Yazoo because of its former 


Indian occupation—originated.

Of 35,000,000 acres of land for the infinitesi- 
mal consideration of $500,000. To this act 
Governor Matthews was at first opposed; 
but his dissent was finally withdrawn, 
thereby legalizing this monumental swin- 
dle.

Among tne earliest and 
mined remonstrants against 
measure was Willlam H.

His scathing 
denunciation of the bill's supporters and 
of their villainous corrupters was still 
ringing in the ears of his auditors when 
he declared tha: celestial fire would alone 
suffice to appease the divine fury engen- 
dered by this mighty cransgression. Then 
it was that, with the aid of a promethean 
of convex giass condensing the sun's 
rays, he ignited a conflagration whereby 
the infamous records were speedily re- 
duced to ashes. 

Upon the passage of the rescinding act, 
protracted litigation ensued; the compa- 
nies being infuriated because of their 
summary treatment as experienced at the 
hands of the reawakened commonwealth.

It was necessary that the Savior shoutd 
be made like His brethren in order that He 
might show what humanity is destined to bi ‘es 
He is eloguent in his picture of the miracioe 
of the spread of Christianity, preached br an 
unknown Jew. The third chapter deals with 
‘Cleon’? again, and shows how the half truth 
seen by the eager Greek was the shadowing 
of the real truth, He shows the longing tor 
certainty of a life beyond the grave, which is 
the strongest basis for the world’s hope of 
immortality, the “‘unknown god” worshipped 
at Athens stinding for the diviner God rep- 
resented in Christ. Dr. Bradford believes that 
we are on the eve of a day of great spiritual 
disclosures, but while he does not think that 
Jesus Christ revealed all that will ever be 
known of God, yet he finds In Him the high- 
est exjonent of God so far revealed. It is a 
noble presentation of beautiful truth.

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THE CHILDREN AND THE POETS: 
BY CHARLES W. HUBNER 
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The sweetest and the tenderest chord 
on the harp of the true poet is the chord 
whose music sounds the praise of child- 
hood; its most sacred strings are those 
whose thrilling tones breathe the spirit 
of the joys and sorrows, the hopes and 
fears, of the heart of childhood; the notes 
that form its purest harmony are those 
that express the thoughts of a child, or 


| that recall to our memory our own child- 


ish speech— a language which is never 
forgotten, though the clash of selfish in- 
terests and the harsh and strident war- 
fare of the w8rld may have deadened its 
music long ago, until we scarcely recog- 
nize its,.echoes as they float § faintly 
toward us, across the wide and misty 
plain that stretches between the sun- 
crowned hills of childhood and the dark 
valley lying before us with its open grave 
at the end, ready to receive us. 

Therefore to the poets, who are the 
heaven-ordained priests of nature, chil- 
dren have always been sources of joy 
and springs of inspiration. There are but 
few poets whose works will not verify 
this statement. Even Goethe, whom 
many believe@to have been the embodi- 
ment of cold, skeptical egotism and aris- 
tocratical arrogance, wno is looked upon, 
generally, as an intellectual glacier, 
vast, lofty, resplendant but chilling, in 
his lordly indifference to his surroundings 
and callous to the sweet heart thrills 
of our common humanity—even this ay- 
gust poet speaks about the little ones in 
words of melting tenderness, and in the 
loving spirit of Christ-like humility: he 
says: 

“Of all things upon earth, the children 
are nearest to my heart. When I see 
in the little creature the germs of all the 
virtues and of all the strength which it 
Wii require in after life, when I see in 
its obstinacy all the future stability anda 
firmness of youth, and in its childish 
mirthfulness all future good humor, and 
the ability to glide smoothly over tne 
rough places of life; when I see all the 
germs of character still unperverted, I 
continually repeat to myself the words of 
the Great Teacher: ‘Unless ye become as 
little children, ye shall not enter into the 
kingdom of heaven.’ ”’ 

Among the poets who have drunk co- 
plously from the fountain-head of this 
inspiration and who have skillfully and 
with a gentle hand unveiled the hearts of 
children, stands conspicuously the Quak- 
er bard, Whittier. Certainly he loved 
children, and the touching words of his 
brother poet, our own Hayne, who desired 
that these words should be used as his 
own epitaph, apply also to Whittier: 

“The children loved him, so he sleeps 
in peace.’”’ 

Whittier revered ciu.ldren, both for what 
they are and for what they suggest— 
simplicity, purity, innocence, nearness to 
God; in fact, for every quality, the lack 
of whose blessed influence we feel so 
much as we become haraened and seared 
in the flerce struggle with the world, dur-
